It will be perceived that both Departments 
of the School are unusually full—tho male 
department exceeding its complement, and 
Ihe female department w anting but four of its 
stated number. This has been tile condition 
of the school for a considerable time, and i> 
to be considered as in some measure the re­ 
sult of the increasing demand for instruction 
in the town, and furnishes the strongest rea­
